Doctor Says 3 8 ,0 0 0 Americans 
W ill Have Cancer In 1950 


CHICAGO, Oct. 
14.—(/P)—The 
director of the National Cancer 
Institute estimated today that 38,- 
000 Americans will develop stom­ 
ach cancer this year. 
And by 1975 the annual figure 
will rise to 60,000, Dr. J. R. Hel­ 
ler, Jr., said in a speech prepar­ 
ed for the opening here today of a 
conference on cancer. 
Heller said that the mortality 
rare in some forms of cancer who 
is rising steadily. 
This, he said, 
is due in great part to a lack of 
symptoms in early stages of the 
disease. 
“According to our latest cancer 
morbidity surveys in five metro­ 
politan areas, only one out of five 
stomach cancers, for example, is 
being found while the disease is 


still localized,” Heller said. 
“When gastric cancer is diagnos­ 
ed at that stage, the probability 
of the patient surviving a full 
year or more is 99 per cent. 
If 
the cancer has spread to distant 
parts of the body the one-year 
survival rate drops to 14 per cent. 
“Unless we can devise means of 
picking early 
cases out of 
the 
seemingly well 
population, 
the 
mortality rate 
for gastric 
and 
other internal cancer will con­ 
tinue to rise. 
Heller added that no test yet has 
been reported that is successful 
specifically for cancer. 
The best of the tests, he said, 
will be fooled by pregnancy, in­ 
fections such as tuberculosis, or by 
other conditions.

TOKYO, Oct. 14.—</P)—Ameri­ 
can troops seized Kumchon today 
in a roaring battle on the south­ 
eastern approaches of Pyongyang, 
the Korean Communist capital. It 
rammed a steel lid over an esti­ 
mated 20,000 trapped Reds. 
On both the east and west coasts 
of Central Korea’s narrow waist, 
Allied carrier planes raked fast 
disappearing Red targets. 
But there was no further word 
on the big task group led by the 
Battleship Missouri which smash­ 
ed supply lines from Soviet Si­ 
beria on Korea’s east coast Thurs­ 
day and Friday. 
Except for the U. S. First Cav­ 
alry Division’s capture of Kum- 
chon—the steel cork on Commun­ 
ists bottled up southwest of Pyong­ 
yang—there was a drought in re­ 
ports of ground action. 
But there seemed no question 
that the Korean War was in its 
final 
phases. 
General 
Douglas 
MacArthur flew from this Jap­ 
anese capital to his rendezvous 
with President Truman at Wake 
Island—scene of a gallant stand 
by a small band of U. S. Marines 
early in the Pacific War. 
The President and United Na­ 
tions commander are expected to 
discuss implementation of the IJ. 
N. directive for a unified, inde­ 
pendent Korea and the problems 
of containing Communism in the 
rest of Asia. 
At Honolulu, Mr. Truman ex­ 
pressed confidence that a general 
war is not “inevitable.” 
She, ;/.y 
before 
MacArthur’s 
plane landed at Wake, Maj. Gen. 
Hobart R. Gay of the First Cav­ 
alry announced 
the 
capture of 
Kumchon, a communications cen­ 
ter 11 miles north of parallel 38. 
One of the 
cavalry 
spearheads 
smashed eight 
miles 
north of 
Kumchon to Kcnpo, 65 miles from 
the Red capital. 
“The trap is closed,” said Gay. 
“They will not get out any tanks, 
guns or vehicles.” 
Gay expressed surprise at the 
number of tanks the Reds produc­ 
ed for the battle on three sides of 
Kumchon. 
Nine 
were 
knocked 
out. 
Several days ago in com­ 
menting that “these cookies are 
beaten”, Gay said the Reds had 
only small arms, mortars and land 
mines. 
At Hanpo, the Americans were 
astride the Reds’ main escape route 
to the north. 
But Gay conceded 
that some enemy soldiers might 
slip out of the trap. 
It didn’t seem likely that too 
many would get out. 
The South 
Korean First Division was driving 
northward on the American right 
flank and was 4V£ miles northeast 
of Kumchon. 
A captured Red lieutenant said 
the North Koreans were trying to 
get back on Namchonjim, 13 air 
miles northwest of Kumchon. 
MacArthur’s 
spokesman 
said 
that although Kumchon is in Al­ 
lied hands, some fighting is rag­ 
ing south and southeast of the city. 
Counterattacks by Communists in 
regimental strength were rolled 
back. 
One prisoner said about 1,000 
Reds are still inside Kumchon. 
The push 
toward 
Pyongyang 
from the 
Kumchon-Hanpo area 
north of liberated Seoul was at 
the west end of the spotty 130- 
mile front slating northeastward 
across the peninsula. 
At the east end, South Korean 
first corps columns headed north 
from captured Wonsan toward the 
big chemical center of Hamhung 
and west toward Pyongyang.

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At Possum Trot Farm 
Much Work to Be 
Done Before Winter

There are few days in the calen­ 
dar of the Missouri year which are 
finer than the best that September 
brings. So 
far. 
it is true, the 
month has brought more rain than 
we need; perhaps a backlash from 
hurricanes far to south and east. 
Such 
w eather, 
long 
protracted, 
makes a man restless, for there is 
rnpch work still to be done about 
the farm before w inter sets in. 
And on farms all up and down the 
valley, the second mowing of red 
clover, cut for seed, lies in sodden 
w indrows with new green growth 
springing up to cover it. Yet when 
a sunny day does come, it is an u n ­ 
usually fine one, with air clear- 
washed and a cool wind out of the 
east which sends the therm ometer 
down at night into the forties. La­ 
ter on we will hope for Indian 
summer, when the sun shines laz­ 
ily w arm and the purple haze 
hangs like smoke above the distant 
hills. 


This is a time of year when the 
birds are largely silent, except for 
the small notes which they make 
in flight. Our mockingbirds still 
carry on their acrobatics, but w ith­ 
out the musical accompaniment of 
summer. Song and field sparrow 
are silent in the fence rows and 
no longer do we hear the constant 
call of the diekeissel, harbinger of 
the hay meadows. Now and then a 
bluejay calls from the woods—or 
the flicker as he wings his way 
from one hickory tree to another. 
Crows congregate in evening be­ 
fore they go to roost, but their 
raucous 
cries 
could 
hardly 
be 
called music. Now and then a flight 
of chickadees passes overhead in 
erratic, dipping flight, and these 
we will often hear before we see 
them. The same is true of blue­ 
birds, now banding together for 
their short autum n migration and 
talking back and forth with their 
regular note of summer. 


M eadowlarks are abundant in 
the fields, though seldom heard, 
and doves gather in the corn fields. 
Out on the ridge pasture, when we 
go to check the cattle, we are like­ 
ly to disturb small bands of m i­ 
grating plover, which take to the 
air and fly in great circles, finally 
coming to rest again near the point 
from which tfrey took off. We w on­ 
der, sometimes, at the extra and 
apparently aimless miles they cov­ 
er. Down at the Big Pond a lone 
‘egret spends the hours poised m o­ 
tionless with neck outstretched as 
he stalks a green frog or bluegill 
fingerling. 


We have been surprised this past 
week, to flush three coveys of 
young quail, one of them so small 
they are still unable to fly. When 
we come upon them, the parent 
birds take off with a great chat- 
tering, to alight a few yards away. 
And although this trick must cer­ 
tainly be as old as the animal king­ 
dom, it still suffices to lead Mike 
and 
Chipper 
away 
in 
fruitless 
chase, each time it happens. M ean­ 
while the young birds disappear 
from sight beneath w hatever cover 
is at hand, nor are they easy to 
find unless the ground is unusual­ 
ly bare. I say w e’ve been surprised 
at finding these small quail be­ 
cause the hatching season was gen­ 
erally early and there were plenty 
ol young birds big enough to fly 
in m id-July when we were m ow ­ 
ing the oats. The experts tell us 
that quail raise only one brood, 
but continue their attem pts to do 
this until they have been success­ 
ful; 
otherwise 
w e’d 
say 
these 
youngsters w ere a second hatch. 
We’re delighted to see what fine 
bird cover is provided by the old­ 
est multiflora hedge fences; and 
now that the leaves are thinning 
out, discover m any nests. Song and 
field sparrows and many other 
small birds enjoy the cover which 
the hedge affords; and there seems 
-little doubt that with their heavy 
crop of berries or “rose hips,” these 
areas will be a popular place for 
the birds throughout the winter. 
In the three-year-old wildlife 
plot, serecia lespedeza has crowded 
out the broom sedge and ragweed 
and entirely healed the eroding 
banks of the spring branch. In 
other 
places 
about 
the 
farm, 
though it takes three years to be­ 
come established and is browsed 
by the cattle until it gets tough 
and woody, it is effectively heal­ 
ing some of our worst ditches and 
drains; I doubt there is an erosion 
control plant in Missouri to equal 
it. Although not m any farm ers will 
take the trouble to use it. we find 
the bi-color lespedeza, in its third 
year, making a six-footh growth 
and heavy seed crop from the big 
heads of purple bloom. In fact, 
anyone looking at these wildlife 
plots would be bound to agree that 
this trio of plants should increase 
the supply of game and songbirds 
and small furbearers. 
Hiking out through the woods 
along the bluff, we m ark how lav­ 
ish is nature’s harvest of berries, 
fruits and nuts to supply her wild 
creatures with a plentiful store of 
autum n and w inter food. Here are 
wild cherries and m any varieties 
of grapes which literally weight 
down the trees that support them. 
Horse chestnut, several kinds ol 


hiekorys and a dozen oaks with 
their characteristic acorns, walnut 
and butternut; these serve as food 
for many kinds of wildlife. P er­ 
simmons and paw paws only await 
the first frost to ripen. 
Among the smaller trees which 
bear a crop of edible berries or 
fruit are blackhaw, wahoo, buIn­ 
d ia, both flowering and rough­ 
leaved 
dogwood 
and 
hawthorn. 
The fruit of the bittersweet is 
starting to turn red and the yellow 
buckthorn is loaded with berries. 
Redbud and honey locust carry 
their seed in pods and the latter, at 
least, are relished by domestic as 
well as wild animals. Adding these 
up, the woodland produces a h a r­ 
vest of many tons, so that it would 
be a wonder if our stock of wildlife 
did not increase. 
There is another thing I have al­ 
ways wondered about these native 
Missouri shrubs, which is why they 
have not been far more widely 
used as decorative plantings. Of 
course the flowering dogwood and 
redbud are so used, but there are 
many of the others which are both I 
beautiful and useful in attracting M issouri Tri*D 
the songbirds. And they are, in our 
^ 
opinion, 
far 
m ore 
in 
keeping 
around the home than a great many 
of the exotics now in common use. 
Most of them are hardy and easily 
moved; and among these I would 
include 
the 
yellow 
buckthorn 
(Rham us Caroliniana), blackhaw, 
witch hazel, wahoo and rough­ 
leaved dogwood. Some of these 
m ake good foundation plantings, 
while all of them are particularly 
well adapted as a background for 
the perennial flower garden. Al­ 
though I’ve never been in favor of 
indiscriminate raiding of the woods 
for either wildflowers or shrubs, 
most of these common species can 
be obtained without damage to 
their native settings and some can 
be procured from the nurserym an. 
Probably the greatest difficulty 
about transplanting wild shrubs is 
that they must be located, identi­ 
fied and marked during the grow ­ 
ing season and preferably moved ; 
to their new location after they 
become dormant. And there are 
some, of which bittersweet and 
flowering dogwood are examples, 
which are rather difficult to move 
and transplant successfully. These 
are best left in their natural set- 
ting; since none of us w ants to 
cause useless destruction.

Recently we made a 
trip up 
into Pike county to spend a dc- 
lightful two days with friends who 
have a weekend farm there. And 
once again we are rem inded that 
this state of ours has m any beauty 
spots which may differ greatly in 
kind, yet not at all in degree. Like 
other naturally rich 
agricultural 
areas ol Missouri, this land along 
the Mississippi was early discov­ 
ered and settled by farm ing peo­ 
ple who came, for the most part, 
from the southern tidew ater; from 
Virginia, Maryland, and Carolinas 
and such valleys as the shenandoh 
and Piedmont. Here they found 
land suitable tor growing livestock 
and for fruit raising in a pleasant 
countryside 
which 
varies 
from 
great headands that ju t out into 
the river, to the rolling and well- 
watered prairie and woodland that 
lies on the western side of the 
county. 
Clover dale 
farm, 
w h ere 
we 
visited, is operated on a sound 
basis for a weekend farm , being 
run in partnership w ith an in- 
l telligent young farmer who lives 
on the place. In such a co-opera­ 
tive enterprise it is 
possible to 
build up the productivity of the 
land in a way which is extrem e­ 
ly difficult when ¡and is rented

merely by applying.

Submit Application 
World War II veterans 
who 
want to change their courses or 
take additional courses must sub­ 
mit an 
application to

VA

records. If the VA determines the 
veteran has not previously ('hang­ 
ed general fields, it will approve 
the application, even though it’s 
in a different field. 
But if the veteran desires to 
make a second change of general 
fields of study, he will be in­ 
formed that ho may undergo ad­ 
visement and guidance.

Calls For 
Gov't Reforms 


W A S H IN G T O N , Oct. 
13— (^T>)__ 
The United 
States 
Cham ber of 
Commerce said today that the K o ­ 
rean W ar “ emphasizes an urgent 
need” for reorganization 
of 
the 
federal personnel system, medical 
services and the 
Veterans 
A d ­ 
ministration. 
Although “ scores of thousands” 
of new federal workers have been 
hired since the beginning of the 
Korean conflict, the cham ber said, 
“ almost nothing has been done to 
prepare the wasteful civil service 
system for this em ergency.” 
The organization’s view s w ere 
given in a report summing up con­ 
gressional action the governm ent 
reorganization 
proposals 
of 
a 
commission named by 
President 
Trum an and headed 
by form er 
President Herbert Hoover. 
The report 
said that 
“ about 
h alf” the 350-odd Hoover Com m is­ 
sion recommendations have been 
put into effect but tnose "prom is­ 
ing large savings of tax money 
have been generally neglected.” 
Of the Hoover plan for unifying 
four federal hospital 
system s— 
Veterans’ Adm inistration, 
A rm y, 
N avy and Public Health Service — 
the chamber said: 
“ Congress has failed to adopt 
any of those recommendations and 
now the shortage ol medical ta l­ 
ent has been made still more criti­ 
cal by the draft of doctors into 
the armed services." 
The chamber also noted that the 
81st congress did not act on a 
Hoover Commission recommenda­ 
tion for a general reorganization «¡1 
the Veterans’ Administration* As 
a result, the report added, “ V A to 
day is in no better position to care 
for its vast and growing veteran 
population than it was two years 
ago.”

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At Possum Trot Farm 
Much Work to Be 
Done Before Winter

There are few days in the calen­ 
dar of the Missouri year which are 
finer than the best that September 
brings. So 
far. 
it is true, the 
month has brought more rain than 
we need; perhaps a backlash from 
hurricanes far to south and east. 
Such 
weather, 
long 
protracted, 
makes a man restless, for there is 
my eh work still to be done about 
the farm before winter sets in. 
And on farms all up and down the 
valley, the second mowing of red 
clover, cut for seed, lies in sodden 
windrows with new green growth 
springing up to cover it. Yet when 
a sunny day does come, it is an un­ 
usually fine one, with air clear- 
washed and a cool wind out of the 
east which sends the therm ometer 
down at night into the forties. La­ 
ter on we will hope for Indian 
summer, when the sun shines laz­ 
ily w arm and the purple haze 
hangs like smoke above the distant 
hills. 
This is a time of year when the 
birds are largely silent, except for 
the small notes which they make 
in flight. O ur mockingbirds still 
carry on their acrobatics, but w ith­ 
out the musical accompaniment of 
summer. Song and field sparrow 
are silent in the fence rows and 
no longer do we hear the constant 
call ot the dickcissel, harbinger of 
the hay meadows. Now and then a 
bluejay calls from the woods—or 
the flicker as he wings his way 
from one hickory tree to another. 
Crows congregate in evening be­ 
fore they go to roost, but their 
raucous 
cries 
could 
hardly 
be 
called music. Now and then a flight 
of chickadees passes overhead in 
erratic, dipping flight, and these 
we will often hear before we see 
them. The same is true of blue­ 
birds, now banding together for 
their short autum n migration and 
talking back and forth with their 
regular note of summer. 
Meadowlarks are abundant in 
the fields, though seldom heard, 
and doves gather in the corn fields. 
Out on the ridge pasture, when we 
go to check the cattle, we are like­ 
ly to disturb small bands of m i­ 
grating plover, which take to the 


hickorys and a dozen oaks with 
their characteristic acorns, walnut 
and butternut; these serve as food 
for many kinds of wildlife. P e r­ 
simmons and pawpaw s only await 
the first frost to ripen. 
Among the smaller trees which 
bear a crop of edible berries or 
fruit are blackhaw, wahoo, bum- 
elia, both flowering and rough­ 
leaved 
dogwood 
and 
hawthorn. 
The fruit of the bittersweet is 
starting to turn red and the yellow 
buckthorn is loaded with berries. 
Redbud and honey locust carry 
their seed in pods and the latter, at 
least, are relished by domestic as 
well as wild animals. Adding these 
up, the woodland produces a h a r­ 
vest of many tons, so that it would 
be a wonder if our stock of wildlife 
did not increase. 
There is another thing I have al­ 
ways wondered about these native 
Missouri shrubs, which is why they 
have not been far more widely 
used as decorative plantings. Of 
course the flowering dogwood and 
redbud are so used, but there are 
many of the others which are both 
beautiful and useful in attracting 
the songbirds. And they are, in our 
opinion, 
far 
more 
in 
keeping 
around the home than a great many 
of the exotics now in common use. 
Most of them are hardy and easily 
moved; and among these I would 
include 
the 
yellow 
buckthorn 
(Rham us Caroliniana), blackhaw, 
witch hazel, wahoo and rough­ 
leaved dogwood. Some of these 
make good foundation plantings, 
while all of them are particularly 
well adapted as a background for 
the perennial flower garden. Al­ 
though I’ve never been in favor of 
indiscriminate raiding of the woods 
for either wildflowcrs or shrubs, 
most of these common species can 
be obtained without damage to 
their native settings and some can 
be procured from the nurserym an. 
Probably the greatest difficulty 
about transplanting wild shrubs is 
that they must be located, identi­ 
fied and marked during the grow ­ 
ing season and preferably moved 
to their new location after they 
become dormant. And there are 
some, of which bittersweet and 
air and lly in great circles, finally ! flowering dogwood are examples, 
coming to rest again near the point which are rather difficult to move

from which tjiey took off. Wc won­ 
der, sometimes, at the extra and 
apparently aimless miles they cov­ 
er. Down at the Big Pond a lone 
‘egret spends the hours poised mo­ 
tionless with neck outstretched as 
he stalks a green frog or bluegill 
fingerling. 
We have been surprised this past 
week, to flush three coveys of 
young quail, one of them so small 
they are still unable to fly. When 
we come upon them, the parent 
birds take off with a great chat­ 
tering, to alight a few yards away. 
And although this trick must cer­ 
tainly be as old as the animal king­ 
dom. it still suffices to lead Mike 
and 
Chipper 
away 
in 
fruitless 
chase, each time it happens. M ean­ 
while the young birds disappear 
from sight beneath whatever cover 
is at hand, nor are they easy to 
find unless the ground is unusual­ 
ly bare. 1 say w e’ve been surprised 
at finding these small quail be­ 
cause the hatching season was gen­ 
erally early and there were plenty 
ol young birds big enough to fly 
in m id-July when we were mow­ 
ing the oats. The experts tell us 
that quail raise only one brood, 
but continue their attem pts to do 
this until they have been success­ 
ful; 
otherwise 
w e’d 
say 
these 
youngsters were a second hatch. 
W e’re delighted to see what tine 
bird cover is provided by the old­ 
est multiflora hedge fences; and 
now that the leaves are thinning 
out, discover many nests. Song and 
field sparrows and m any other 
small birds enjoy the cover which 
the hedge affords; and there seems 
Jittle doubt that with their heavy 
crop of berries or “rose hips,” these 
areas will be a popular place lor 
the birds throughout the winter. 
In the three-year-old wildlife 
plot, serecia lespedeza has crowded 
out the broom sedge and ragweed 
and entirely healed the eroding 
banks of the spring branch. In 
other 
places 
about 
the 
farm, 
th»>ugh it takes three years to be­ 
come established and is browsed 
by the cattle until it gets tough 
and woody, it is effectively heal­ 
ing some of our worst ditches and 
drains; I doubt there* is an erosion 
control plant in Missouri to equal 
it. Although not m any farmers will 
*ake the trouble to use it. we find 
the bi-color lespedeza, in its third 
year, making a six-footh growth 
and heavy seed crop from the big 
heads of purple bloom. In fact, 
anyone looking at these wildlife 
plots would be bound to agree that 
this trio of plants should increase 
the supply of game and songbirds 
and small furbearers. 
Hiking out through the woods 
along the bluff, we mark how lav­ 
ish is nature’s harvest of berries, 
fruits and nuts to supply her wild 
creatures with a plentiful store of 
¿Autumn and winter food. Here are 
wild cherries and m any varieties 
of grapes which literally weight 
down the trees that support them.

Missouri Trip 
Pleasant Visit 
To 'Weekend

Recently we m ade a trip up 
into Pike county to spend a dc- 
lightlul two days with friends who 
have a weekend farm there. And 
once again we are rem inded that 
this state of ours has m any beauty 
spots which may differ greatly in 
kind, yet not at all in degree. Like 
other naturally rich 
agricultural 
areas of Missouri, this land along 
the Mississippi was early discov­ 
ered and settled by farming peo­ 
ple who came, lor the most part, 
from the southern tidewater; from 
Virginia, M aryland, and Carolinas 
and such valleys as the shenandoh 
and Piedmont. Here they found 
land suitable for growing livestock 
and for fruit raising in a pleasant 
countryside 
which 
varies 
from 
great headands that jut out into 
the river, to the rolling and well- 
w atered prairie and woodland that 
lies on the western side ol the 
county. 
Cloverdale 
farm, 
w here 
we 
visited, is operated on a sound 
basis for a weekend farm, being 
run in partnership with an in-

telligent young farm er who lives 
on tiie place. In such a co-opera­ 
tive enterprise it is 
possible to 
build up the productivity of the 
land in a way which is extrem e­ 
ly difficult when land is rented 
or turned over to a tenant by the 
absentee owner.

During the weekend we visited 
a num ber of th«' beautiful farms 
in the 
surrounding 
countryside 
and could readily understand why 
so m any St. Louians have been

to Pike county. Close 
adjoining Cloverdale lie's A ber­ 
deen, original seat of 
the Meri­ 
w ether family and now the home 
farm of the Lloyd Starks ol tiie 
world famous 
Stark 
Nurseries. 
Here fat whitefaced cattle roam 
the lush pastures and in the blue- 
grass meadows are the 
saddle 
mares with their foals. Here on 
the western side of the county 
are limestone soils, not 
unlike 
those of our own Belleview Val­ 
ley, but in sharp contrast to the 
loess or wind-blown soils that lie 
closer to the Mississippi. 
There is one aspect of this kind 
ol country community on which 
it 
is 
extrem ely 
interesting to 
speculate. Where the farm is op­ 
erated in partnership on a practi­ 
cal business basis as .it Cloverdale, 
the city owners are almost certain 
to find themselves, as time 
goes 
on, taking an interest in local af­ 
fairs such as roads, schools and 
the county Soil Conservation Dis­ 
trict. From such an association, 
new friendships ana m any m utual 
benefits 
are 
bound to 
result. 
I There are other “city 
farm ers ’ 
■ who will develop an interest in 
| .soil 
conserv ation 
or 
livestock 
breeding, cither undertaking the 
j m anagement 
themselves 
or em ­ 
ploying sound, hard-headed m an- 
! agement advice. Such farms also 
serve the < 
nm unity by doing a 
good farming job which sets an 
I example or 
perhaps, 
furnishing 
I herd sires and young stock to im 
prove tlie quality of livestock over 
! a wide area. Most owners ol such 
I farms arc business men who soon 
come to realize the possibilities <>l 
operating under various kinds of 
I profit-sharing plans 
W hatever the set-up of the city 
m an’s iarm, I feel certain that he 
o get more out ol his
